Duvalier's government reported- 


ly made a similar offer with re- 
gard to nearly 100 others who 
have taken refuge in the embas- 
sies of Brazil, Chile, Venezue- 
la and Ecuador. 


Duvalier raised the threat of 


new repressions in a speech Tues- 
day night to a rally of 10,000 sup- 
porters. 


"Those who are uncertain about 


what to do had better _put them* 
selves on my side," he declared. 
"At the moment when it be- 
comes necessary to go into the 
streets, I will go with presidential 
guards and popular forces. 


"The machine will crush the 


opposition."

Prosperity Dulling U.S. 
Conscience, Sen. Fulbright 
Tells Lecture Audience 
MEDFORD, Mass. (AP)—Pros- 


perity appears to have benumbed 
the social conscience that brought 
Americans the benefits they now 
enjoy, Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., said Wednesday. 


Fulbright made the remarks in 


the third of a series of William L. 
Clayton lectures at the Tufts Uni- 
versity Fletcher School of 
Law 


and Diplomacy. 


He told his audience "in our 


absorption with the pleasure of 
shiny new cars, a thousand gadg- 
ets of trivial utility and of the in- 
exhaustible inanities of television, 
we hardly notice that over four 
million Americans are unemploy- 
ed, that our public schools are de- 
teriorating tragically, that crime 
and corruption continue to spread 
over our cities." 


The chairman of the Senate 


Committee on Foreign 
Relations 


said he felt it more important to 
tend to American domestic needs 
than engage in a race to the 
moon. 


Of all the national enterprises 


of our country, he said, none has 
apparently stirred the interest of 
the people more than exploration 
of outer space. 


"We have committed ourselves 


to an enormously costly space 
program," he said, "including a 
$20 billion project for landing an 
American on the moon before 
1970, and—what is more import- 
ant—ahead of the Russians." 


"Since the experts agree that 


the moon has no foreseeable value 
as a military base, we are doing 
this because we believe it is es- 
sential to our prestige," he con- 
tinued. 


The senator asked that if, by 


1970, Russia has reached the moon starting an extensive repair pro

He said, on the federal budget, 


that surely there is an imbalance 
in a budget that allows 62 per 
cent of the taxpayers money to 
defense and space, six per cent 
to the agricultural economy, six 
per cent to benefits for war vet- 
erans, 10 per cent to interest on 
a national debt consisting largely 
of the costs of old wars, and 
leaving only 16 per cent for every- 
thing else. 


He termed such an allocation

Certainly there will be differ- 
ences of opinion, but I have known 
many of these men for 20 or 25 
years and they know me. I would 
not have accepted the job if there 
were any handcuffs on me." 


Kennedy was publicity man for

America from 1946-49, and for two 
years after it became the NBA. 
At various times he has been as- 
sociated with the Harlem Globe- 
trotters and Little League base- 
ball and was a coach and official 
in high schools and prep schools 
in the New England area. From 
1943 to 1946 he was publicity di- 
rector at Notre Dame, his alma 
mater.

the bill through almost intact. 


It sets up a three-year $175 mil- 


lion program to aid in construction 
of educational facilities to train 
physicians, pharmacists, nurses, 
dentists and public health person- 
nel. It also provides a $30.7 million 
loan prog&ram for students in mcd 
icine, dentistry and osteopathy. 


Harris said the 
bill was a 


"health bill" and not an aid to 
education bill. He said the coun- 
try in spending big sums for re- 
search to protect and preserve 
health. 


"But research alone cannot cure 


people," he added. "Hospitals and 
other health facilities alone can- 
not cure sick people. Robot ma- 
chines and computers to supply 
health services are not in exist- 
ence as yet. For the time being 
we shall have to rely on profes- 
sional health personnel to render 
health services.1' 


Harris said there is a bottle- 


neck in the inadequacy of present 
facilities in which doctors and den- 
tists 
are trained and the bill 


would solve the problem.

Mikel belittled the defense's ar- 


gument that the elder Rush was 
slain by a burglar.
